How docs » man behave when| 


he is guiding the destinies of 
nearly a quarter of the world’s 
population at war? 


Chiang Kal-shel Is unquestionably 
the mainspring of China at war. His 
Amcrican-cducated wife is his frst 
licutenant and closest confdente, 
sharing with him many of the tre- 
mendous responsibilities of lending 
the world’s most populous nation 
through the perils of war. How do 
they conduct themselves from day to 
day, how do they stand the strain? 


Briefly the answer is that they live 
n fife of almost monastic simplicity, 
closely adhering to personal rules and 
schedules that help them to remain 
calm and unflurricd as they dispose 
of an Incredible umount of work. 


While both “the gencralissimo and 
the madame,” os they are referred 
to here, are extremely reticent and 
shun publicity of a personal nature, 
close associates have furnished a 
picture of a day in the Hfe of this 
couple. 

The generalssimo invariably rises, 
at 6, Twenty or 30 minutes’ brisk 
setting-up exercises, a bath and a 
shave and he joing his wife at 7 for 
their “quict time.” This half hour, 
from 7 to 7.30 Is never omitted, no 
matter how pressing other affairs 
may be, Together they customarily 
rend a short passage from the Bible 
in Chinese and one of the daily 
“Morning Readings’ prepared by 
the Christion Literature Socicty of 
Shanghal, discuss the reading and 
then kneel and pray together. 


Breakfast is n simple meal, usually 
an ordinary Chinese breakfast of ricc- 
gruel, eggs ond a vegetable or two. 
The  generalissimo, never drinks 
coffee or even tea, feeling that even 
these mild stimulants detract from 
his physical and mental ability to 
withstand the strains he must under- 
go. 


After breakfast the gencralissimo 
turns ut once to'important military 
dispatches and reports, making 
rapid survey of the situation at the 
various fronts, then dictates urgent 
Instructions . and orders regarding 
the conduct of operations. At B:30 
the frst of a long line of visitors 
and interviewers Is received, 


It Js not unusual for 20 or 30 per- 
sons—important government offl- 
clals, high milltury commanders, 
aldes and advisers—to have bus- 
Incss of sufficient Importance to 
merit an interview with the gen- 
cralissimo. To deal with this num- 
ber of Interviews he has upset old- 
style Chinese official ctiquctte en- 
tirely ond established his own set 
of rules: . 


First, visitors must come directly 
to the point, expressing quickly and 
concisely exactly what they have to 
soy .or.ask, : 


Second, a written report should 
be prepared In advance. Sometimes 
theso written reports are submitted 
the previous day to enable Chiang 
to famillarize himself with the de- 
tolls, Even tho style. of these re- 
orts is revolutionary! instead of 
tho old involutions ‘and courtesies 
they must be as terse and dircct 
os_a good executive's business Ictter. 

Third, visitors are allowed just 
Ave minutes, 


His assoclates say that in these 
interviews the gencrallssimo _ hears 
the man, out, osks a few questions 
and then delivers an ‘Immediate de- 
cision, since he cannot afford the 
tima to defer decisions and pile up 
work. | ‘Chinese atenographer

With his interviewers out of the 
way the gencralissimo, turns again 
to Incoming reports and reads the 
newspapers. He Is on omnivorous 
newspaper ‘reader,’ reading all the 
local papers, many from other parts. 
of China and digests (in: Chinese) 
of forelgn publications, 


His wife is of great assistance. 
in keeping him in touch with for- 
eign opinion by reading the foreign 
papers ond magazines and telling 
him about them. 


Luncheon Js served at 12:30 or 1 
o'clock. Occasionally a high mile 
itary commander or. two, a {cw pere 
sonul friends, or sometimes a fore 
cin diplomat is invited to share 
the simple meal with the Chinese. 
Seldom are there more than five or 
six at the tablo. : 


Although American or European 
food {s served several times each 
week, lunch and dinner in the even-. 
ing ore usually simple Chinese food 
such as an ordinary, well-to-do 
Chinese merchant or business man 
would have at home. 


After lunch the — gencralissimo 
takes a nap for 30° minutes or an 
hour, then deals again with the 
never-ending stream of documents 
and reports. It Js usually during 
this after-lunch period that he ca- 
tablishes direct contact with the fleld 
commanders at the front by  tele- 
Phone, telegraph and radio, He 
hears their reports, gives suggestions. 
ane orders concerning actual opcra- 

lons. ; 


Sometime during the afternoon he 
presides at a ‘staff conference, at- 
tended by members of the General 
Staff, the Operations Board and 
other military branches, Later 
other visitors are received. The 
flexibility of the afternoon’s pro- 
ram permits ocoasional Jong inter- 
views and reports such as that which 
Dr. Sun Fo recently made on re- 


turning from his important mission 
to Europe. . 


In peace times the Chiangs were 
accustomed to go for o short wall 
in the carly evening, but even this 
brief recreation has had to be aban- 
doncd owing to pressure of worl:

HONGKONG'S PLACE 


Second In Importance On 
Pacific Route 


Hongkong ranks second to Hono- 
Julu as the most popular port of cull 
for ulr travellers across the Pacifle, 
necordingt to information which has 
just been recetved here. 

About three per cent. of the people 
who fly across he Pacific to-day ure 
round-the-world travellers, and the 
most heavily travelled portion of the 
Pacific is between ‘the Philippine 
Islands and Hongkony. i 

The sccond anniversary of trans- 
Paeifle service for passengers wus 
reached in mid-October. At the 
beginning of the third year, the 
Clippers had flown 16,080,000 piti- 
senger miles, a world's record for 
air transportation. 

On 187 of the 244 trans-Pacific 
Clipper crossings made to the date of 
the anniversary, passensters have 
‘been carried, Trip 57, which de- 
ported from the Alameda seaplane 
base on October 21, 1936, was the 
first on which passenyers were taken. 
Qn the previous numbered flights, 
Number 1 of which was begun on 
November 22, 1935, mail and express 
alone were transported. From that 
Inuugural alr mail flight to the pre- 
sent time, the Clippers have covercd 
2,161,000 route miles In regular 
operation across the Pacific 

With man's first cfforts to cross{ 
oceans by air, Grst attempted after 
the World War ond resumed ir 1927, 
it was usually considered that the 
only passible future Justification for 
crossing] an ocean by air would be 
for some emergency reason, This 
assumption jn not borne out by the 
records ‘covering the trans-Pacite 
service. Only 3 per cent.of all 
those who make Clipper crossings 
to-day do so for emerpency reasons. 
It is the second smallest category. 
The pnssenger travel record on the 
Pacific in the past two years shows 
that 53 per cent. fly for pleasure; and 
42 per cent. ure travelling on busi- 
ness. Seventy-one per cent. are 
men and 29 per cent. women.

is Local Law Does Not Ban 


Unrogistered Men 


The summons ngainst Kwolc Kam- 
chuen for having advertised himself 
as o dentist when not registered, was 
dismissed by Mr. T. J. Houston at the 
Central Magistracy y¢sterday, 


Mr. J. 8, Prentis, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, prosecuted, while Mr, Peter 
H, Sin represented the defendant 


The Crown alleged that defendant 
had a signboard autside his premises, 
which had the words, “Practising 
deniistry."| Above the doorway was 
a pane of glass where the same 
characters were printed. 


- delivering judgment Mr, Houston 
sald; 


The facts of the case which are not 
disputed are us follows: 


(a) Defendant, n dental mechanic, 
publicly exhibited outside his office 
as 4 sign or advertisement two identi- 
cal inserptlons in these  terms.— 
vi law Kwok Kam Chuen nga fo. 


(b) Defendant had In his office a 
dentist's chalr, and at the request of- 
patients not his monsters therg made 
dental settings and did various dental 
repairs, The patients sat in the chair 
when defendant fixed the plates, cte., 
into their mouths. 


(c) Defendant Js not a registered 
dentist. 


The prosecution submits that such 
making, repairing and fitting in a 
patient’s mouth constitute “dental 
operation” In the meaning of Ordin- 
ance 16 of 1914. Without considering, 
this knotty point, I hold that it is 
irrelevant to this case. The practice 
of dentistry by an unregistered per- 
son fs not iilegal in this Colony, The 
purpose of the ordinance is the same 
as that of the Imperial Act of 1878; 
viz, the protection of «the public 
against unregistered dentists by the 
fact that such persons must not pre- 
tend to be registered or legally quali- 

ed, 


I find as a fact that the phrase “nga 
fo” is not o title but means “teeth 
selence” or dentistry, and that the 
meaning of the Inscription to the 
ordinary man is that on the first floor 
Kwok Kam Cheun will perform 
dental operations. I find that there 
is nothing in this phrase to imply that 
defendant is a registered dentist, 
; holds any degrce or diploma or pos- 
‘sesses any special qualification ex- 
cept his own personal skit.

“Capable” according to 
the Oxford Dictionary means having‘ 
the power or fitness of. The phrase 
does not appear in the Imperial Act 
of 1878 or In the cognate Medical 
Act. Furthermore by the Dentist 
, Act of 1921 the practice of dentistry 
by unregistered persons ts forbidden. 
There is no such local ordinance. I 
[hold therefore that the position here 
is the same as that in England before 
the Act of 1921. 1 hold that the word 
‘tapable” cannot be construed apart 
from the preceding words “licensed 
authorised or qualified.” Such 
fitness or power in my opinion means 
such as would be recognised by the 
Dental Board under this Ordinance, 
not personal fitness or power. The 
summons Is therefore dismissed.

Commonwealth 
NATIONALS GATHER 


“The Filipino community of Hong- 
kong yesterday celebrated the -third 
anniversary of the Philippines Com- 
monwenlth witt o lunchcon party ot 
the Filipino Club, King's Park. 

The function was well attended, 
and among the guests was Mr. R. 
LimJap,:a prominent Manila resident 
who is ut present in the Colony, 

After Junch, Mr. L. R. Hdefonso, 
Hon. Secretary of the Club, intro- 
duced the ‘afternoon's speaker, Mr. 
H. A. Paulino, Sceretary of the Cele- 
brotion Committee, and in so doing 
reminded those present that it was 
on November 15, 1935, that President 
Roosevelt ‘decided to change the 
Philippines Government Into the 
Philippines Commonwealth. 

Beginning, his speech, Mr. Paulino 
expressed his pleasure at the oppor- 
tunity of addressing the gathering on 
such a memorable day, and “then 
went on to give a brief outline of 
what the celebration ‘meant to all 
Filipinos. He sald_that history had 
shown that the Filipinos were a 
liberty-loving people, and this was 
evident in past years, thanks to 
America, that great champlen of 
Democracy, who came to thelr shores 
not for terriforial aggrandisement, as 
hus been shown by-her giving to the 
Filipinos the full control of their 
Government. Three years aro the 
Tydings-McDuMle Act created the 
Philippines Commonwealth with 
President Manuel Quezon as its pre- 
sident, 

“Then we saw,” declared Mr. Pau- 
lino, “the birth of a balanced soul. 
We know he will ive up to the most 
popular of all principles, the ab- 
solute food which rules the rulers 
and judges the judge.” 

Quezon Supported - 

Continuing, Mr. Paulino said that 
the results of the last general election 
showed that the Filipinos fully sup- 
ported the present Quezon edminis- 
tration, and according to the Pre- 
sident, the election was one of the 
cleanest over held in the Philippines. 
Barringt untoward incidents, the 
Philippines would attain complete 
independence In 1946, 93 promised by 
America. 

“America must fulfill her promise,” 
snid the speaker, “in order not to 
lose the confidence of the world, 
which is watching us. It Is up to the 
people of-the Philippines to show 
the world that we are capable of 
running; our own Government, and 
as soon us that requirement is met 
with we can rest assured that 
America will be only too willing to 
grant complicte independence to the 
Philippines, When that day comes,

Shipping Firm Alleges

SCHOOL CAREER 


- During Lord Hawke's school career 
there were some great cricketers 
with him. Among them were Ivor 
Bilgh, afterwards 6th’ Earl of Darn- 
ley, Percy Paravicini, Alfred Lyttel- 
ton, and’ no lesz than four Studds, 
SEK, AD. GB. and C, T. Studd, 
who was only three months_ his 
junior, When he went up to Cam- 
ridge, he got his blue as a fresher 
and ployed in the 1883 side, Of these 
teams C. Aubrey Smith wos a mem- 
ber. In 1884 Hawke slood down be- 
ing out of form. (His cricket at 
Cambridge was always handicapped 
by having to go out with the 
‘comanry some time In May—June). 
A proviso however was mado that 
this should not affect his captaincy 
in 1885, and he beat, Oxford by 7 
wliekets. It is a curlous thing that 
Cambridge won by 7 wickcts every 


ff] the 


time Hawke played and lost by 7 
wickets the year he did not, . 

In the winter of 1867/8 Lord 
Hawke captained a side In Australia, 
though he did not get it up, the 
nrrangements being made by G. F. 
Vernon, himself a very useful and 
enthusinstic cricketer. The tour was 
fn private affair’ and was run under 
auspices of the Melbourne 
Cricket Club. Actually they hod 
tried to get a tenm the year before 
and os this fell through the Sydney 
CC. nrranged for a professional team 
to come out under Shaw and Shrews- 
bury. It was a ghastly muddle and 
there was a financial loss all round. 
However the visit is notnble for the 
fact that it was the debut of A. E. 
Stoddart, {in Australin, I find it 
interesting, in fhnt A. E. Newton was 
thelr wicket keeper. I was born 
during the period of the visit, I play- 
ed cricket for Blundell's in 1906 
when Newton kept for the Somerset 
Strogglers and J think fam right fn 
saying that he stil turns out to keep 
wicket for that Club. 


Of course Lord Hawke's best 
known work has been done during 
the seasons from 1880 to 1910 when 
he was captaln of Yorkshire continu- 
ously. To this I will refer Inter.

BUILDING YORKSHIRE SIDE 


Between 1898 ond 10912 I find no 
trace of any tour conducted under 
the captaincy of Lord Hawke. This 
jr, no doubt, owing to the fnct that 
he was engaged at this time in build- 
ing up the Yorkshire eleven which 
has, ever since those days, been the 
most consistent side in England, and 
has won more championships in this 
century than any other two Counties 
put -together. When Lord Hawke 
took up the duties of Captain in 
Yorkshire there Is no doubt that 
Yorkshire were ut a low ebb for 
cricket. The old timers were finish- 
ing up, the new men had ‘not yet 


come to hand. At the end of the | Miss A 


80's the enthusiasm and constructlve 
ability of Lord Hawke began to work 
wonders. J. T. Brown, Tunnicllffe 
and Hirst came along. The Hon. 
F. S. Jackson played when he was 
not out for Cambridge and has been 
of great service to Yorkshire when- 
ever he has been jn England. Curl- 
ously cnough he has probably done 
far greater things when playing for 
England thin when playing for 
Yorkshire, but when there was trou- 
ble about he was a magnificent man 
to hnve on the side, Then came 
Wainwright and Peel, and in 1604 
Yorkshire only just Jost the cham- 
plonship to Surrey. It was in 1698 
that Lord Hawke achieved his first 
success. und It was /n’the days when 
{here was some very great cricketers 
in the world, In 1899 they only just 
Jost it. However, the golden age of 
Yorkshire cricket may be said to 
have begun jn 1000 when they start- 
ed the first of three seasons in which 
they were the champion county. 
They were o mognificent side, for not 
only were they fine players but Lord 
Hawke had welded them into a real 
team. By this time Rhodes was 
playing. And so it went on. 

There was little doubt that Lord 
Hawke would have retired from the 
Captnincy of Yorkshire earlier hac 
he been able to find u satisfactory 
successor. Actually during the sea- 
son of 1910 Lord Hawke retained the 
Captaincy, but he did not play fo 
the County team and formally re- 
signed from it after the end of the 
season. It is impossible to estimate 
{oo highly what he had done = for 
Yorkshire cricket. He went from the 
Captalncy to the Presidency of the 
Club and has been succeeded there 
by “Jacker" who had for so Jong 
played with him in the County side, 


PRESIDENT OF MCC. 


Lord Hawke had frequently been 
n member of the M.C.C, Committee 
and in 1014 he was appointed Presi- 
dent by the Earl of Dalkeith, for it 
is the custom that the retiring Pre- 
sident nominates his successor, I sce 
that in his own book Lord Hawke 
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of the next seven holes In the strict 
par figures. Against this onslaught

As no Annual Dinner could 
be held until 1919, Lord Hawke re- 
mained President the whole time and 
had a great deal to do, not only with 
work on behalf of charity but nlso 
by fostering cricket In the . Public 
Schools by: raising some sort of 
M.C.C. teams to play crigket against 
them during the five barren years 
He filled the office with splendid 
success. He has five times . beer 
Chairman of the Test Match Selec- 
Yon Committce and I imagine there 
was as little criticlam when he war 
there as there has ever been, Het: 
one of those who believe that, as fo 
as possible, England should play the 
same team all through. 


Finally he succeeded Lord Harris 
who had -been Trensurer- of: th: 
MCC. from 1015 (when Slr Spen: 
cer Ponsonby-Fane diced) in the yew

U.S. Attorney 
General Steps 
Out Of Office 


Washington, Nov, 15. 
President Roosevelt to-day an- 
nounced at the press conference that 
Mr, Homer Cummings the Attorney 
General was resigning to resume his 
private legal practice. 


He also announced the’ temporary 
resignation of his son James from the 
post of Secretary to the White House, 
while he was recuperating after an 
operation. 


An earlier message says that Mr. 
Cummings has submitted his resigna- 
tion to President Roosevelt, while 
Mr. Robert Jackson, the U.S, 
Solicitor-General is considered tobe 
the most probable successor to Mr.

How does 2 man behave when 
he is guiding the destinies of 
nearly a quarter of the world’s 
population at war? 


Chiang Kai-shek {s unquestionably 
the mainspring of China at war. His 
American-edueated wife is his frst 
licutenant and closest confidentc, 
sharing with him many of fhe tre- 
mendous responsibilities of leading 
the world’s most populous nation 
through the perils of war. How do 
they conduct themselves from day: to 
day, how do they stand the strain? 


Briefly the answer is that they ive. 
a Ufe of almost monustic simplicity, 
closely adhering to personal rules and 
schedules that help them to remain 
calm tnd unflurricd as they dispose 
of an Incredible amount of work. 


While both “the generalissimo and 
the mndame,” as they are referred 
to- here, are extremely reticent and 
shun publicity of a personal nature, 
close associates have furnished ao 
picture of a day in the life of this 
couple. 

The generalissimo invariably rises 
at 6,~ Twenty or 30 minutes’ brisk 
setting-up exerelscs, a bath and a 
shave and he jJolns his wife at 7 for 
thelr “quict time.” This half hour, 
from 7 to 7.30 is never omitted, no 
matter how pressing other affairs 
may be. Together they customarily 
read a short passage from the Bible 
in Chinese ond one of the: dally 
“Morning Readings” prepared by 
the Christian Literature Soclety of 
Shanghai; discuss the reading and 
then kneel and pray together. 


Breakfast Js a simple meal, usually 
an ordinary Chinese breakfast of rice- 
gruel, eggs and a vegetable or two. 
The generalissimo never drinks 
.coffce or even tea, fecling that even 
these mild stimulants detract from 
his physical and mental ability to 
ane the strains he must under- 

After breakfast the gencrallssimo 
turns at once to Important military 
dispatches and reports, making & 
rnpid survey of the situation at the 
various fronts, then dictates urgent 
instructlons and orders regarding 
the conduct of operntions.

With his interviewers out of the 
way the gencralissimo turns oguin 
to incoming reports and reads. the 
newspapers.

His wife Is of grent assistance 
in keeping him in touch with for- 
cign opinion by reading the foreign 
papers and’ magazines and telilng 
him about them, 


Luncheon is served ot 12:30 or 1 
o'clock. Occasionally o high .mil- 
flary commander or two, a few per- 
Yonal friends, or sometimes a for- 
eism diplomat 1s invited to share 
the simple meal with the Chinese. 
Seldom are there more than five or 
six at the table. 


Although American or. European 
food Is served several times each 
week, lunch and dinner in the even- 
ing are usually slmple Chinese food 
such as an ordinary, well-to-do 
Chinese merchant or business man 
would have at home. 


‘After lunch the = generalissimo 
takes n nap for 30 minutes or an 
hour, then deals again with the 
never-ending stream ‘of documents 
and reports. It-is usually during 
this after-lunch period that he es- 
tablishes direct contact with the fleld 
commanders ot the front by tele- 
phone, telegraph and radio. He 
hears their reports, gives suggestions 
ond orders concerning actual opera- 

ons. 


Sometime during the afternoon he 
presides at a staff conference, at- 
tended by members of the General 
Staff, the Operations Board and 
other military branches. Later 
other visitors are received. The 
flexibillty of the afternoon's pro- 
gram permits occasional long Inter- 
views and reports such as that which 
Dr. Sun Fo recently made on re- 
turning ‘from his important mission 
to Europe.

In my former article I confined myself to. a few. _ general, Vis 
remarks and some particulors of Lord Hawke's views on crickot:

fow men con have played more than Lord Hawke, for besides cap- 
taining Yorkshire for a very long period—ho actually played more 
than 25 ycars for his County—he bos captained tours all over the 
world. He was never up to Test Match form os wo understand 
it now, but os 0 hard hitting bat who usually gathered in a century 
or two per scason, and a most experienced. captain, he was of tho: 


atmost valuc to Yorkshire, and Inter to England when, clected- 


President of the M.C.C. a month or two before the Great War, he 
had to carry on for five years and stecr the M.C.C. through the 
most difficult period of its existence. a2 


Lord Hawke was originally known, 
before he succeeded to the title, ns 
the Tfon. Martin Bladen. He was 
descended from the original Lord 
Hawke who won the celebrated 
action at Quiberon Bay, and was the 
qth Lord. It would serve no good 
purpose to refer in detail to the 
family misunderstundings which ap- 
parently left hls father less well off 
than he should have been, However, 
born in 1800 Martin Bladen was sent 
to Eton at that time when B.A, H. 
Mitchell's conchingg was berinning to 
bear frult In 1874 and as far as T can 
trace stopped until EB70 at east. He 
may have stopped foter as he de- 
finitely did not go up ta Magdalen, 
Cambridge until the October of 1881, 
when he was over twenty-one. (1 
fancy that in those days people 
stopped later at Publtie Schools and 
went up to the Varsity tater, At 
present the average ape of solng up 
is about 19). 5 


SCHOOL CAREER 


During Lord Hawke's school career 
there were some great cricketers 
with him. Among them were Ivor 
Bligh, afterwards 8th Enrl of Darn- 
ley, Percy Paravicini, Alfred Lyttel- 
ton, and no Iess than four Studds, 
JERK. A.D, GB. and C. T. Studd, 
who was only three months his 
junior. When he: went up to Cam- 
ridze, he got his blue as a fresher 
and ployed In the 1883 side, Of these 
teams C, Aubrey Smith was a mem- 
ber, In 1884 Hawke stood down be- 
ing out of form. (His cricket at 
Cambridge was always handicapped 
by having to go out with the 
comanry some time in May—June). 
A_ proviso however was made that 
this: should not affect his captalncy 
in 1686, ond he beat Oxford by 7 
wickets, It is a curious. thing that 
Cambridge won by 7 wickets every

time Hawke played and lost by 7 
wickets the year he did not. 

In the winter of +1887/8 Lord 
Hawke captained a side In Australin, 
thourh he did not get it up, th 
arrangements being made by G, F. 
Vernon, himself a very useful and 
enthuslastle cricketer, The tour was 
a private affair and was run. under 
the auspices of the Melbourne 
Club, “Actually they had 
tried to #et an tenm the year before 
ond as this fell through the Sydney 
C.C. arranged for a_professlonal team 
to come out under Shaw and Shrews- 
bury, It wasn ghastly muddle and 
there was a financial loss all round. 
However the visit {1s notable for the 
fict that it was the debut of A. E. 
Stoddart, in Australin. Io find ft 
Interesting In that A. E, Newton was 
their wicket keeper, I was born 
during the period of the visit, I play- 
ed.cricket for Blundell’s in 1906 
when Newton kept for the Somerset 
Stragglers ond I think I am right in 
saying that he still turns out to keep 
wicket for that Club. 


Of course Lord Hawke's best 
known work has been done during 
the seasons from 1888 to 1910 when 
he was captaln of Yorkshire continu- 
ously. To this I will refer later. 
But after mention of this Australian 
visit it will be convenient to take 
note of the many teams which he has 
led abroad, .

BUILDING YORKSHIRE SIDE 


Between 1898 and 1912 I find no 
trace of any tour conducted under 
the captaincy of Lord Hawke, This 
Ix, no doubt, owing to the fact thal 
he was engaged at this time in build- 
ing up the Yorkshire eleven which 
hus, ever since those days, been the 
most consistent sido in England, and 
has won more championships in this 
century than any other two Counties 
put together. When Lord Hawke 
took up the duties of Cuptain in 
Yorkshire there is no doubt that 
Yorkshire were at an Jow cbb for 
cricket, The ‘old thmers were finish- 
ing up, the new men had nu yet 
come to hind, ‘At the cnd of the 
80's the enthusinsm and constructlve 
ability of Lord Hawke began to work 
wonders. J. T. Brown, Tunnicliffe 
and Hirst came along. The Hon. 
F, S. Jackson played when he was 
not out for Cambridge and has been 
of great service to Yorkshire when- 
ever he has been in England. Curl- 
ously enough he has probably done 
far greater things when ploying for 
than) when playing for 
Yorkshire, but when there was trou- 


| ble about he was a magnificent mun 


to have on the side. Then came 
Wainwright and Peel, and in 1894 
Yorkshire only just lost the cham- 
plonship to Surrey. It was in 1898 
that Lord Hawke achleved his first 
success, and it was in the days when 
there was some very great cricketers 
in the world, In 1899 they only just 
Jost it. However, the golden age of 
Yorkshire cricket may be snid to 
have begun in 1900 when they start- 
ed the first of three seasons in which 
they were the champion county. 
They were a magnificent side, for not 
only were they fine players but Lord 
Hawke had weldcd them Into a real 
team. By this time Rhodes wns 
playing. And so it went on. 

There was little doubt that Lord 
Hawke would have retired from the 
Captaincy of Yorkshire earlier hac 
he been able to find a. satisfactory 
successor. Actunlly during the sea. 
son of 1910 Lord Hawkee retained th: 
Captaincy, but he did not play fo: 
the County team and formally re- 
signed from It after the end of th 
season. It is impossible to estimate 
too highly what he had done {foi 
Yorkshire evicket. He went from thc 
Captaincy to the Presidency of the 
Club and has been succeeded there 
by “Jacker" “who had for so long 
played with him in the County side.

Mechanic Flies Bomber 
Seeretly At Night, 


Then Crashes 


Honolulu, Nov. 15. 


Army officials disclosed to-day one of the strangest flights 
on record, when Private Ben Fleighcman (35) a Lukefield mechanic,

When Lord Hawke 
took up the duties of Captain in 
Yorkshire there !s no doubt that 
Yorkshire were ut a low ebb = for 
The old timers were finlsh- 
ing-up, the new men had not yet 
come to hand. At the end of the 
80's the enthusiasm and constructive 
ability of Lord Hawke began to work 
wonders. J. T. Brown, Tunnicliffe 
and Hirst came along. The Hon. 
F. S. Jackson played when he was 
not out for Cambridge and has been 
of great service to Yorkshire when- 
ever he has been In England, Curl- 
ously enough he has probably done 
far sfreater things when playing for 
England than when playing for 
Yorkshire, but when there was trou- 
bie about he was a msgunificent man 
to have on the side. Then came 
Wainwright and Peel, and in 1894 
Yorkshir only just lost the cham- 
plonsh:p to Surrey. It was in 1898 
that Lord Hawke achieved his first 
success, and it was in the days when 
there was some very great cricketers 
in the world. In 1899 they only just 
lost it. However, the golden ape of 
Yorkshire cricket may be said to 
have begun In 1900 when they start- 
ed the first of three seasons in which 
they were the champion county. 
They were a magnificent side, for not 
only were they fine players but Lord 
Hawke had welded them into a real 
team. By this time Rhodes wa: 
playing. And so lt went on. 

There was ttle doubt that Lord 
Hawke would have retired from the 
Captaincy of Yorksh!re earlfer ha¢ 
he been able to find a satisfactory 
successor. Actually during the sca 
son of 1910 Lord Hawke retained th: 
Captaincy, but he did not play fo: 
the County team and formally re- 
signed from it after the end of tly 
season. It is Impossible to estimate 
too highly what he had done far 
Yorkshire cricket. He went from th 
Captaincy to the Presidency of the 
Club and has been succeeded there 
by “Jacker’ who hud for so long 
plsyed with him in the County side.

PROVISIONAL AGREEMENT. 
Prague, Nov. 15. 

The Czecho-Sloval Central Gov- 
ernment met this evening: to discuss 
a minor frontier rectificaiion brought 
in by Germany, and to tale cognis~ 
ance of the trentment of the Slovalc 
representatives of the former Czech 
Coulition Parties. 

With regard to the reciifications of 
the German-Czech border, Informed 
quarters declare that the territories 
demanded by Germany have a total 
population of about 63,000 including 
nearly 10,000 Czechs. The regions 
concerned ure. rurni districts near 
Taus, Melnilk, Starkenbach, Pilsen 
and Budweis. " 

An agreement betweea the Slovaks 
and Czechs submitted to the Govern- 
ment-is a provisional one for embody- 
ing Slovak autonomy In the Constitu- 
tion of the Czecho-Slovak State. The 
agreement will be submitted to the 
National Assembly on Thursday, 

The ngreement provides — that 
questions of finance, forcign policy, 
military organisation and communi- 
cations shall be left to the Ministrics 
of the Central Government in which 
the Sloval: must be represented, how- 
ever, 

The provisional agreement regard- 
ing the disputed question os to who 
shall appoint the Slovak Government, 
js that it shall be appointed by the 
Tresident of the Republic, As re- 
voards the compensation demanded by 
the Slovaks for withholding autonomy 
during the last 20 years, a compro- 
mise was reached. The claim was 
recognised in the principle but the 
details were Ieft to the future. 

Afcording to political quarters the 
electlon of the President will take 
place next Tuesday, The appoint- 
ment of a new Premicr will take 
place later.—Trans-Occan,
